The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1) PCT, because the 
subject-matter of independant claim 1 is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT. 

The document D1 discloses a display and dispensing assembly (indicated at 15, fig.1) for 
use in combination with a freezer cabinet (indicated at 14) which has an internal 
temperature T1 ; said cabinet comprising a housing located externally of the freezer cabinet 
(see fig.3); a chamber ©within the housing in which products can be stored and from 
which they can be dispensed, said products being stored at T2 (>T1); a first heat transfer 
means (27) within the housing; a second heat transfer means (33, 34: see figs.6-9) 
intended to be placed inside the freezer cabinet (14); and a means (19) for circulating a 
heat transfer fluid through the first and second heat transfer means, and wherein the 
assembly is removable from the freezer cabinet **. 

** please note that there is nothing in D1 which indicates that said assembly cannot be 
removed from the freezer cabinet. On the contrary, such a task is merely a matter of 
straightforward mechanical deconstruction. 

All of the features of claim 1 are therefore disclosed in D1 . 

Dependent claim 2-4 do not contain any features which, in combination with the features of 
any claim to which they refer, meet the requirements of the PCT in respect of novelty, see 
documents D1 and D2, and the corresponding passages cited in the search report.
